WILL RAISE LABOR 


STANDARDS OF THE 


WARRING COUNTRIES 


[BY ASSOCIATED TRESS.J 


Washington, Nov. 24.—Labor stand- 
ards of the warring European coun- 
tries, which were relaxed at the be- 
ginning of hostilities when mobiliza- 
zation made necessary the recruiting 
of women and children for work usu- 
ally perforfmed, by men, are being re- 
stored in most countries and strength- 
ened in others, according to Informa- 
tion compiled by the children's bureau 
of the department of labor and made 
public today. 
"Experlencce proved that the re- 
laxing of standards failed of its pur- 
pose," says the report. 
"Definite steps 
were taken by the governments to re- 
store the provisions of the labor law, 
because they were found to be essen- 
tial not only to the conservation -of 
the available workers, but to the quan- 
titv and quality of their output." 
Increase in the number of women 
and children workers, according to 
the report, has made morewldespread 
and serious the effects of relaxing em- 
ployment standards.. In France, Ger- 
many and Italy there has been a great 
Increase of home work on government 
contracts, "with Its customary evils 
of long hours and low wages." 
In 
Russia school attendance has been 
more irregular than usual because of 
the work children must do at home 
and in the fields. 
High waxes for 
boys in unskilled occupations, thereby 
drawing them from school, and an in- 
crease of younp boys in street trades 
were reported from England, . 
The most -general, loosening of re- 
structions on woman and child labor 
was found to have been lengthening 
hours of work. Including night work 
and Sunday work. There has 
also 
been a lowering of the age require- 
ment for children entering industry 
and women »nd young persons have 
been employed in daneerous. inlur'ous 
or heavy work formerly prohibited by 
law. 
such »s in powder nlants and coal 
mines. "The point which stands out 
unmistakably from the foreign experi- 
ence," the report, continues, "is the 
general realization that the labor 
standards achieved in times of peace 
are none too high to promote the effl- 
ciencv of work, the intensity of output 
and the E-eneral level of health which 
are absolutely essential, to the nation s 
welfare in war time. 
"In practically aU countries pome 
movement for restoring standards is 
reported: In England, France and It- 
ply official action has

From these countries and others come 
reports of dissatisfaction of the work- 
ers and testimony of physicians con- 
r«rning the effocts of excessive hours.

Hindenburg trenches were built along 
this waterway and the British had to 
fight their way up 
the big ditch. 


There was intense hard work almost 
from the start, as the Ulsterites, who 
undertook this offensive, dropped into 
the German defenses. Because of the 
secret nature of the atack no artillory 
could be used to cut the tremendous 
long line of barbed wire in front of 
the trenches, anu the tanks were not 
operating in this section. Therefore 
it was necessary for the Irish 
to 


charge the entanglements, bombing 
them in order 
to 
force their wa* 
through. 


A Big Undertaking. 
It was a big undertaking for the 
Irish c&me under the concentrated 
machine gun fire as soon as they be- 
gan to advance, but the Irish main- 
tained their reputation for valor and 
bombed their way with such determi- 
nation that they drove an anchoring 
wecige into the 
trench system in 
Havrecourt. 
Northwest of the. town is a high 
bank on the west of the canal. 
Thle 
elevation was strongly fortified, with 
dugouts. The British had no alterna- 
tive, but to charge the position up the 
slopes and this they did. The crest. 
was gained. In the face of a. heavy ftlr 
and desperate bayonet fighting fol- 
lowed. 
DevjMrat* Attack. 
The Irishmen hurled themselves on 
the Germans with such fury that the 
latter were compelled to desert their 
machine guns and abandon the hill, 
and many of them were shot down. 
aa they fled backward along the canal. 
A large number of prisoners were cap- 
tured in the dugout on the hill. This 
fight occurred on Tuesday. 
Meanwhile German machine guns 
on the east side of the canal were giv- 
ing much trouble. 
As soon ajs the 
high bank was captured British engi- 
neers began building bridges over the 
water In order to give crossing to the 
infantry. Previously they had cleared 
a causeway in the same vicinity a«d 
the troops were able to cross over 
the canal to the other side. 
lrl»h Advance. 
The Irish were then advancing 
north on both sides of the canal, with 
the main Cambrat highway as their 
immediate objective. 
During the af- 
ternoon the Irishmen were helu ui> 
temporarily because of the shortage 
of ammunition, n«ar a sunken ro»o. 
southwest of Graincourt, where the 
Germans were established In consid- 
erable force. The position wan ren- 
dered doubly strong by a machine gun 
concentration 
north of Graincourt, 
which could sweep the British lines 
near the canal. 
The ammunition came up and the 
British charged forward again, and 
overcame the resistance. 
Capture Gun*. 
London, Nov. 24.—At various points 
west of Cambrai the British made pro- 
gress yesterday the war office report- 
ed.

A 
moment later, he said, he heard a 
shot, and Mrs. King fell, dying almost 
instantly. The pistol lay nearby. He 
called the other members of the party, 
but Mrs. King was dead before they 
arrived.
